give the approval of Congress to this ‘necessary secrecy. Custoners for ita 
intelligence include the President, the National Securliy Couneil, end certein 
other coverrmesntal departments eed ag@icias designated by the BX, the govern 
mental agency immedietely susaric* to she CIA.

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Applicants fer CIA employment art given « full security investigation 
after they have been approved followirg prelivinary testa. Out of every 1,¢CC 
epplicstions fer employment with CIA some 60% are screened out by the -eraennel 
offielale; the remaining 2@% are turned over tu security: agencies for inverti- 
gation. Of this 20% some 11% are elininated as # result of security investi ga- 
tions because the individuals drink teo mweh, talk too much, heve relatives 
behind the Iron Curtein which may make the applicants subject te foreign 
pressure; for sericus security reasons, if of this 11% ere screened aut — 
these latter are individuals who have contacts thet render ther undertrable 
for service with this highly sensitive agency, The agency is actively oullc ing 
wp @ career service, naw in America, fa intelligence sctivities. Brployees :f 
CIA will never tell whst their duties are, how they work, with whom they work — 
they will say that they ure employed by CIA period. 

The main funetion of CIA is to coordinate intelligence ectivities and to 
consolidate intelligence opinion in the form of national intelligence estimatan, 
and disseminate its eatinates ss directed by the National Security Council. 

CIA dees independent research om econaiic, scientific, ani technologice) int-is. 
gence, and also coordinates activities of other U3. agencies in these fiele«. 

It estimates help guide the formulation of foreign policy and preperation of 
defenee plans, 

Seetion 102 (d) af the National Srcurity Act of 1947 defines the duties 
ef the Central Intellicerce Agenay as follows:

The Central Intelligence Agency in not merely another intelligence agency 
to duplicate and rival the existing agencies ef State, Aray, Navy, and Air 
Force.

expression of a national intelligence spinion, It must make meximm use of 
the resources of existing agencies; 14 sust rot duplicate their work but halo 
te put an end to duplication by seaing to it that the best qualified agency 
in each phase of the intelligence field should assume and carry out ite 
particular responsibility, 

Qn 22 Janvary 19h6 President Harty 3, Truvan iseued a directive which 
established the Wetional Intelligence ‘uthority, consisting of the Secretaries 
of State, War, ani Kavy, and the Pareqmel Representative of the President. 
The directive also required tha Secretaries ta designate persons from their 
respective departments whe collective]; forged the Central Intelligence Gre: 
under the direction of the Birector of Central Intelligence. The DCI was 
responsible to the National Intelligence Autherity. Thus, the central 


 dnteliigence principle came to be formally reeogrized anc put Lato practica, 


The first Director of Central Intelligenes to be appointed by the President 
was Rear Admiral Sidney W. Sousre who set up the initial organisation snd he id 
the post. from 22 Jaruary 1916 until he was sueceeded by Lt, Gen. Hoyt £. 
Vandenberg on 10 June 1914. On 1 May 197, Rear Admiral Roscoe H, Hillenkoe -ter 
was appointed to the post, succeeding the late Lt. Gen, Vandenberg. on 26 duly 
L7h7, President Truman spsroved the Macional Security Act. 

The National Security Council end the Central Intelligence Agency replaced 
the Netional Intelligence Anthority ari the Cantrell Intelligence Group, The 
position, "Director of Cantral Intellijence," wae retained, however, and Admiral 
Hillenkeetter heid the post until 7 Omieber 1950, when he was succeeded by 
General Welter 8, Smith, who served anvil 9 February 1953, when he was succecded 
by Allen Welsh Dulles on 26 February 153, |

“Klean W. Dulles was born in 1593 un Watertown, New York, Je is a 
| graduate of Princeton (5.4., 171k; ¥.A., 1916) and ef George Washington 
| University (4L.B,, 1926). He aelds an LL.D, from Brow Univeraity (1987), 
meat fron Temple University (1952), and from Columbia University (1955). 

Mr, Dulles taught Wglish at Allahebad, India in 1915, and entered the 
U3, diplomatic service in 1914, being sasignad to Vienna, Austria, and in 
1917 to Berne, Jwiteerlard, He was a perber of the 4mertean Coramiesion to 
negotiate peace at tha fsris Peace Comerence, 1918-19, and was appointed 
first secretary of the frerican Exbasay in Berfin in 19719, He served with 
the American Comdsgeion in Constantinople, Turkey, from 1920 to 1922 and was 
chief of the State Separtment's Divlaion ef Near Eaetern Affairs fron 1922 
te 1926, Mr. Dulles wes delagate of the United States to the International 
Conference on Arms Traffie in Geneva in 1925, and te the Preparatery Disarnn- 
ment Conferance in 1726. Hae sarved as legal atvieer te the American delega> 
tien at both the Three-Power Naval Con'erenee in Geaeva in 1927 ant the 
General Disarmament Conference in Genewa in 1932 and 1933. 

Mr. Dalles resigned fron the diplimetic serviee in 1926 to take up 
the preetice of law with Sullivan and fromvell im New York City. Duriag 
World War IZ he serwed wit: the Office of Stratogie Serviess in Switcerlant, 
amd later heaied the OFS wigeion to Germany, In 1918 he wae designated 
by President Tresen as echrirmen of the threaeman group to survey the 9.5.
